C<I  in  falsehood  and  pnju.lice.  it  is  de¬ 
structive  to  the  fame,  safely  and  welfare  of 
the  individual  or  society  against  w  hom  it  ra¬ 
ges.  Our  laws  agiiiist  it  should  lie  strictly 
enforced  ;  every  preacher  and  lover  of  goiHl 
order,  should  exclaim  against  it,  and  it 
should  lie  disapproved  of  and  elieeked  by 
every  good  man.  The  tongue  of  the  sland¬ 
erer  is  like  a  devouring  lire,  vtliieh  either 
tarnishes  or  destroys  whatever  it  touches, 
or  comes  in  conLiet  with.  It  exercises  its 
fury  on  the  good  .-md  worthy,  equally  :is  on 
thi'  vile  and  unworthy.  Wherevi  r  it  piis.Ki.ii, 
it  leaves  oidy  desolatiitn  and  ruin  ;  it  digs, 
llyena-Iike,  even  into  the  laiwels  of  the 
earth,  after  the  rc'inains  of  the  dead  ;  and 
turns  into  vile  ashes,  wiint,  only  a  inoinLUil 
before,  bad  np|iearcd  to  us  so  prt  eious  ami 
glorious  in  fame.

U'lrays  in  his  speeeli  the  hidden  veiium  ol 
ois  licarl— he  has  little  or  no  eommaiirl 
over  himself  or  words,  and  often  saeriiiees 
bitth  foi'iniu!  and  coiiilorl,  (o  ilie  im|)ru- 
(luiiee  of  an  aimising  eonversatiun,  or  ser¬ 
mon  directed  iigiiiiisi  those  whuililler  I’rom 
liimself  in  fiiili  ami  pructii'c. 

blander  is  a  nialignaiil  evil  which  ran¬ 
kles  m  the  breast  of  mmlals  ;  a  deliberate 
barbarity,  w'ldeli  goes  to  pierce  an  absent  or 
present  b.olla  r  li.rougli  wiili  many  sorrows. 
It  is  a  rt  slless  i  vil,  wbieli  disiurhs  soeiily, 
spnads  disunion  tbroagli  cities  and  eoun 
tries,  and  separatis  the  nearest  and  warmest 
tfiends;  it  is  the  source  ol  liairr  d  and  re- 
vi-nge,  fills  every  bouse,  family  or  society, 
w  here  it  enters,  w  itii  discord  ami  confusion  ;

That  from  3  to  10,000  copies  of  some  works 
eon  he,  and  ursdisposed  of,  vve  have  no  donht — 
but  it  is  nowr  done  by  differeut  editions,  each 
of  which  is  equal  in  cost,  and  each  of  which 
is  proliably  siinll.  Some  of  our  piitdii-ations, 
however,  have  been  pulinsliuil  in  largo  eilitioiis 
two  several  editions  printed  off  from  the 
rams  firm  of  type,  and  are,  noiwitbstanding 
all  this,  sold  at  the  iisinl  high  price !

Tl  lis  individual,  vvlio  has  rendered  himself 
somewhat  notorious  fir  thu  last  ten  years,  and 
eoiicernirig  whose  character  seveial  articles  were 
piililished  in  the  secoinl  volimie  of  this  paper, 
reiievverl  hisreqiiovt  fir  a  letter  of  fdbivvsliip. 

It  the  late  session  of  the  Sniilherii  Association, 
ill  Stiiffiird,  Ct.  The  -Association  did  in  I  rci 
fit  to  giant  it :  vv liereiipnii,  to  ilie  cheat  JCY 
‘fall  Liii'rarsnlUt.’i.  iu- t'oiiiw'  tli  nnoVTirtil  L'ni- 
sitlisio,  declaring  it  to  he  an  uo|  rof.tidile  iii.d 
liilse  doctriiip,  Ac.  lad  bis  recui.tiition  |  iib- 
lislied  the  ‘‘Connecticut  Repository,”  and  vvt 
presiirr.n  will  be  received  by  the  Orlliodox  as  n 
*  worthy  and  niitliful”  coadjiilorin  tbe  great  and 
glorious  work  of  putting  down  Universalism. 
His  recantation  was  written  tlie  next  Momhnj 
aflor  bis  jietition  fir  the  lellovvsliip  of  the  Uiii- 
vorsalists  was  rejected  :  and  wliat  gives  it  such 
a  treiiieiiduns  weight  and  power  iigaiiist  Uiiiver- 
sali<m,  and  will  ibnilitless  benefit  and  please 
the  Ortliiidnx  so  niiich,  is,  the  hitter  laiiieiitatinn 
ind  deep  regret  that  he  niaiiislested  at  not  being 
received  into  the  fellovv.-hip  of  Universalists. 
For  he  remarked,  the  day  brfure  he  wrote  hit  re- 
ratndation,  ton  fiiead  in  D.inhiiry,  that  he  ‘‘  had 
lieen  obliged  to  withdiaw  his  petition  from  he- 
fire  the  Southern  Assoeiation,  and  that  heshould 
luuerutJier  lust  his  right  arm."  H-*  also  re¬ 
marked  to  a  miinher  of  others,  on  the  teryecen- 
lug  ttjier  writing  his  renuiicuitian,  that  if  he 
"  could  have  had  any  reason  tohelieve  thathe 
could  be  received  into  lellovvsliip  with  the  Uni* 
versalists,  by  waiting  another  year,  bo  slioubi 
have  sitmo  courage  to  vv’ait.”  Tbe  Orthodox, 
and  community  generally,  will  doubtless  believe 
bim  very  sincere,  atler  all  this;  Universalists 
will  all  feel  thankful  fir  the  happy  riddance; 
and  BO  all  will  rejoice  together. 


Br.  .Andrews  h.’is  written  nnd  published  in 
the  Religions  Inquirer,  an  article  of  some  length 
•■xposiiig  the  character  and  nmiluct  of  Brisiks, 
ill  a  judicious  and  proper  rmiincr.  IFc  has, 
however,  fdleii  into  ‘ae  mistake  Which  we 
deem  it  proper  to  correct.  ITo  savs  B.  was  in 
f’llovvship  bid  ehrm  days,  from  the  time  of 
the  session  of  the  Gencr.l  Convention,  to  tli.-it 
of  the  Northern  Association,  in  the  fill  of  1822. 
We  would  inform  Br.  Andrews  that  Brisiks 
was  restored  to  the  lellovv’ship  of  the  Northern 
Association  in  the  fill  of  1825,  hy  getting  a 
bare  majority  of  the  Council  to  vote  in  his  liivor, 
w’here  he  was  but  little  known,  and  in  opposi¬ 
tion  to  the  wishes  nf  nearly  all  the  ministers 
present.  He  then  immediately  left  New-Eng- 
land,  and  came  into  this  State.  His  conrsa 
I  c  e  it  is  not  necessary  now  to  mention,  any 
firther  than  that  in  June  1627,  he  attended  liia 
Central  .Assm-iation,  and  made  application  for 
oriliiiation,  which  request  was  not  granted— 
that  he  then  invited  a  council  of  ministers  to 
meet  at  Sullivan  and  ordain  him,  W’liich  iiivila* 
tion  was  so  totally  disrcgunled  that  not  a  single 
n  iiiister  attended — that  upon  this  failure,  iia 
came  out  in  a  political  paper  and,  to  the  joy  of 
our  whole  deiiumiiiatiou,  (luhlicly  relinquished 
nnd  disclaimed  all  iellovv’ship  and  connexion 
with  UiiiversilisLs— and  that  the  Central  A-^so- 
ciatiun,  at  its  next  session,  passed  a  resolution 
” confirming  the  disunion,”  and  stating,  they 
were ‘‘cunvinced  that  there  are  siifticiciit  reu* 
sons  why  he  [Brooks]  should  no  longer  labor 
ill  fellowship  with  u..”  KriHiks  reiiiaiiicd 
ill  this  State  till  his  conduct  ohli<;cil  him  to  leave 
it,  since  which  lime  he  has  hecii  in  Mass.Tchu. 
<ctts  and  Cunnecticiit  most  of  the  time,  and  wo 
hope  to  be  troubled  with  him  no  more  in  this 
State.  S.
